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DETAILED ACTION 
Art Rejections: 

1. The texts of 35 U.S.C. § 102 (e) and 103(a) cited in the 
previous office action are hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-18, 20-22 and 24-34 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Aziz , 
U.S. pat. no. 5,325,362, mailed 7/29/04, is hereby incorporated 
by reference. 

3. The rejection of claims 3, 7, 19 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aziz , in view of Clark , U.S. 
pat. no. 6,442,588, mailed 7/29/04, is hereby incorporated by 
reference . 

Response to Amendment : 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/29/04 with respect to 
claims 1-34 have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
persuasive . 

Applicant alleges that Aziz fails to disclose the claimed 
invention because Aziz does not teach a first tunnel for 
connecting a first client to a backbone. Applicant states that 
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"Tunnel A" as shown in figure 8 is seen extending through the 
backbone . 

This is not found persuasive. First, Aziz teaches that 
mobile border routers including MSBR 62 and MSBR 70 are part of 
the backbone 2 5 because they are used as contact points for 
connecting the backbone with other local networks ( see col 5, 
line 65 - col 6, line 15 ) . Thus, Aziz's "tunnel A" provides the 
claimed function of first tunnel for connecting a first client 
to a point, i.e., router MSBR 70, within the backbone. Second, 
there is no explicit limitation in the present claims to exclude 
the possibility having the first tunnel from running through 
part of the backbone. Therefore, in the absence of limitation to 
further define the first tunnel, it is submitted that Aziz's 
"tunnel A" meets limitations of the claimed first tunnel. 
Applicant is reminded that Aziz discloses the invention as 
claimed. The fact that it discloses additional limitation not 
claimed, i.e., part of "tunnel A" running on the backbone, is 
irrelevant . 

Applicant also alleges that Aziz fails to teach a second 
tunnel for connecting a second client to the backbone because 
"Tunnel B" as shown in figure 8 is seen connecting the second 
client to MSBR 70 which is outside the backbone. 
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This is not found persuasive. Again, it . is submitted that 
the router MSBR 70 is considered part of the backbone 25. 
Therefore, Aziz ' s "tunnel B" is seen meeting limitations of the 
claimed second tunnel for connecting the second client to a 
point, i.e., router MSBR 70,. within the backbone.
